“The right to bases in Newfoundland and Bermuda are 
gifts—generously given and gladiy received,” the President 
said in a special message.

The President enclosed an opinion by Attorney General 
Robert Jackson dated Aug. 27, 1940, “regarding my au- 
thority to consummate this arrangement.”
